I have  rmch  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  51st  December,  1950. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  has  been  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year  and  there  have  been  no  outbreaks  of  infectious 
diseases . 


The  birth  rate  for  the  district  was  the  same  as  that  for 
England  & 'Tales  as  a whole  and  was  also  higher  than  the  rate  for 
the  previous  year.  The  death  rate,  after  allowance  has  been  made 
for  the  unusual  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population,  v-^s 
just  below  that  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Budleigh  Salterton  Urban  District  Council  and  all 
members  of  the  staff  for  the  help  and  co-operation  shoi/m  to  m^e 
during  the  year  under  review.

3.  LIVE  BIRTH  RATE. 

During  1950,  27  male  and  23  female  (total  50)  infants 
were  born  which  represents  6 more  male  and  1 more  female  births 
than  in  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  increased  from  11.4 
in  1949  to  13.5  in  1950.  This  birth  rate  however  when  corrected 
for  unusual  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  local  population  gives 
a standardised  rate  of  15.8  which  this  year-  ha^.pens  to  be  the  same 
as  that  for  England  & Wales  as  a whole.
